Justice de Courcy in passing sentence, I

intention of the magistrates tu visit with tlio 
full penalty of the law all parsons convicted 
of selling, giving, or putting liquor in the 
■way of Indians. Almost all the crimes thai 
octur among the native tribes originate from 
the uso of liquor. The duty of the uiagis- 
tratcj was to carry out the law in its in- 
tegrity, Mr. deCourcy then sentenced 
lirowa to pay a lino of i'lOO, of ii} default, 
Hufi'er iuiprisuiiuient for twelve calendar 
months, with hard labor.
